BARGES ARRIVE AT 
TEST SITE IN 
HANCOCK COUNTY. 


GAINESVILLE, Miss. Two 
135-foot-long barges, each equip- 


tank of stainless steel for the 
transport of liquid hydrogen at 
super-cold temperatures, passed 
through the navigation lock of 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration’s Mississippi 
Test Facility Sunday about 7 p.m. 
The barges were moved to the 
cryogenics dock and storage area 
where the tanks will be acceptance 
checked, cleaned and prepared for 
use in transporting fuels to the 
test site for stages and rocket en- 
gines of space launch vehicles. 

The converted U. S. Army 
barges, under tow of the tug 
“Sipsey,” arrived via the Missis- 
sippi Sound and the East Pearl 
River from Pascagoula, Mississip- 
pi, where the tanks were fabri- 
cated, and installed by, the Chicago 
Bridge and Iron Company under a 
NASA contract, : 

The barges and tug were lifted 
approximately 13 feet in the lock, 
which measures 670 feet long, to 
the high elevation of the canal 
system in the test site. They were 
the first major vessels to transit 
the lock since last June 28 when 
a Saturn V second stage simulator 
fixture arrived. 

The barge mounted tanks, 98 
feet long, each have a capacity 
of 250,000 gallons of liquid hydro- 
gen. The fuel, which will be trans- 
ported from a gas lique-faction 
plant at New Orleans. must be 
maintained at temperatures as low 
as minus 425 degrees Farhenheit. 

Mississippi Test Facility, an ope- 
ration of NASA’s Marshall Space 
Flight Center, Huntsville, Alabama, 
is responsible for ground testing 
stages of the Saturn V space 
vehicles.

VIETNAM WAR 
GETTING WORSE 
SAYS STENNIS 


(By Senator John Stennis) 


I cuntinue to emphasize that the 
most serious matter before our 
Nation today is the war in Viet- 
nam. That war, and we are actual- 
ly at war there ourselves, is get- 
ting worse and not better. We are 
becoming more involved and not 
less, and I think we are certain to 
be much more involved in the 
future. We have 75,000 men there 
now on the land, in addition to 
those engaged on the ships stand- 
ing by. We have more on the way, 
and I expect even more to be sent 
in the future, If so, this will likely 
mean the call-up of some of our 
Reserves. I do not know what 
units, ef course, nor when, and I 
will not know until that has al- 
ready happened. 


I am frequently asked the very 
good question: “Why can’t we get 
better results there ” One reason 
is the lack of a stable government, 
local government in Vietnam, 
where they do not have the capa- 
city to form a government with a 
government with a policy, much 
less carry on a war. They have 
changed their government eight 
times in the last 20 months. Ano- 
ther reason is that we have had 
no substantial help from the Asia- 
tic countries. The sentiment in 
many of them is really not too 
good for our side. 

The immediate situation is that 
the rainy, season is on — the mon- 
soons. They will continue for some 
months, although that is a tempor- 
ary situation, but it handicaps our 
military operations now. 


The question is also asked, “Why 
can’t Congress, or why can’t the 
President bring this to an end?” 
We've been engaged in various 
serious efforts for negotiation. 
We've carried out military opera- 
tions, including bombings, trying 
to bring this to a satisfactory ne- 
gotiated end, without satisfactory 
results. 

There’s no one to negotiate with 
— you cannot negotiate with an 
empty chair. No one, including 
North Vietnam, has shown any 
disposition to try to settle the mat- 
ter. We cannot retreat; we cannot 
turn our backs and run out; we 
cannot be forced out. To do so 
would be to invite trouble of a 
far more scrious nature, not only 
in Asia but elsewhere in the world. 
We cannot afford to back down 
and we never shall, whatever the 
cost. I really see the possibility of 
us having to literally take over 
great areas of that country, the 
civil government: as well as the 
military operations, and run it 
more or less on our own, not for 
conquest but for victory. Now 
that’s a serious step, of courge. It 
would be misunderstood in other 
parts of the world, perhaps, but 
frankly, I think that’s the only way 
we'll ever win, and as an indivi- 
dual I think the sooner we do that, 
the better, because it may spread 
into Laos or even Thailand or 
other countries in Southeast Asia. 
‘Meanwhile, our men there must 
be -well- supplied, well equipped

' HUNTSVILLE, Ala. — A single 
J2 rocket engine has been retired 
from service after being test fired 
10,686 sconds in 60 separate tests. 

J-2 is being developed for the 
NASA-Marshall Space Flight Cen- 
ter by Rocketdyne Division of 
North American Aviation, Inc. The 
test series, the longest achieved 
to date, was carried out at Rocket- 
dyne’s Santa Susana fieid iabora- 
tory near Los Angeles. 


The J-2 burns liquid hydrogen 
and liquid oxygen, developing 200,- 
000 pounds thrust at alittude. Five 
clustered J-2’s will provide a mil- 
lion pounds thrust for the S-I 
(second) stage of the Saturn V 
moon rocket. A single J-2 will 
power the S-IVB, top stage for 
both. the Saturn IB and Saturn 
V vehicles. 

During a Saturn launch, the 
longest a J-2 will be required to 
operate will be about 500 seconds. 
In some S-IVB usage, this will in- 
clude one shutdown and restart. 

More than 1,200 tests have been 
conducted with 45 production and 
development J-2 engines since the 
program was started in 1860. Of 
these, 26 were for a duration of 
480 or more seconds. 

Test firings of the five engine 
cluster are now being conducted 
by North American Aviation’s 
Space and Information Systems 
Division, which is developing the 
S-II stage. The tests are conducted 
on a “battleship’ tankage stand at 
Santa Susana field laboratory. | 

Douglas Aircraft Co., which is 
developing the S-IVB stage using' 
the single engine, is presently con-! 
ducting start and restart tests at 
its Sacramento test facility. 

J-2 engines also have been de- 
livered to the Marshall Center here 
and testing at the Huntsville faci- 
lity is scheduled to begin in the 
near future.

oroids, their effects and otheir 
effects and other factors of the 
space environment. 


Although numerous experiments 
have been conducted in space, no 
material punctured by meteoroids 
have been returned thus far. 
Meteoroids are believed to be 
small particles of matter flying in 
space at great speeds. When they 
enter the earth’s atmosphere they 
burn — as meteors — and those 
that reach the ground are known 
as meteorites. 


The Pegasus experiment, man- 
aged by NASA’s Marshall Space 
Flight Center, Huntsville, Ala., is 
designed to gather knowledge of 
the frequency and type of hits ex- 
perienced in space, and radio the 
information back to earth. So far, 
Pegasus I and I have recorded 
numerous hits, while other small 
satellites have added to the re- 
cord. 

In addition to installing the de- 
tachable subpanels, the Pegasus C 
flight plan has been changed to a 
circular orbit about 332 miles 
above the earth at 28.9 degrees in- 
clination rather than an elliptical 
orbit at 31 degrees inclination. The 
change is to orbit Pegasus C closer: 
to a nominal manned flight path. 

The Marshall Center made up 
eight panels for the special pur- 
pose on Pegasus C, and then 
positioned them at comparable lo- 
cations on each of the two wings 
of the spacecraft, four to each 
side. The frame of the spacecraft 
was coated with luminous paint 
to make it easier to recognize in 
orbit.
